Claims 1-27 are pending in the above-referenced patent application. In this respons

has been amended, and no claims have been cancelled or added. It is noted that claim 10 was not 
amended to overcome any previously-presented rejections, or to overcome any cited references since 
all claims are allowable subject to Ex parte Quayle issues. Rather, claim 10 was amended to address 
formal matters noted by the Examiner. It is believed that these amendments do not narrow claim 
scope. Rather, in some cases, the claims may even be broadened. Therefore, no prosecution history 
estoppel should result from these claim amendments. 

Status of the Claims 

In the Office Action, dated June 15, 2006, the Examiner closed prosecution on the merits under 
Ex parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213, and objected to daim 10 for formal matters. It is 
respectfully submitted that the amendment to claim 10 should address the formal matters noted by the 
Examiner Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that all Ex parte Quayle issues have been addressed, 
and all pending claims are now formally in a condition for allowance. 

Additionally, In the Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 1-9 and 11-27. Assignee would
